making an energy absorbing liner, classified in class 264, subclass 219. 

II. Claims 42-51 and 56, drawn to an energy absorbing liner or helmet 
comprising an energy absorbing liner, classified in class 2, subclass 41 1 . 

III. Claims 53 and 57-63, drawn to a kit or beanie cap for making a hardened 
headform, classified in class 425, subclass 175. 

2. The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 

inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process as claimed can be used to make 
another and materially different product such as an impact absorbing liner effective to 
attenuate an impact force only those resulting from an impact velocity of less than 2 
m/sec. 

Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus or kit such as a heat-softenable plastic sheet. 
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Inventions II and III are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the 
apparatus can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the product 
as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 
806.05(g)). In this case the apparatus is not an obvious apparatus for making the 
product and the apparatus can be used for making a materially different product such as 
an impact absorbing liner designed to only attenuate impact forces resulting from an 
impact velocity of less than 2 m/sec. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art requiring divergent 
fields of search for the respective inventions, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call was made to Steven Solomon on September 14, 2006 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made.
